Gen. Lucius D. Clay , American

Pro gram, 
AMG said. 
The planned bo o rt in steel pro ­ 
ductio n was repo rted in AMG's 
sem i-m o nthly 
rev iew o f

Germany ’s steel 
pro ductio n had hit a new po st­ 
war high during J uly at 457 ,124 
metric to ns, an increase o f 21 per 
cent o v er the prev io us mo nth.

The AMG repo rt also disclo sed:

o f fiv e percent o v er J une. 
2. Impo rts fo r Bizo nia so ared to 
a new reco rd during August o f 
mo re than 1,000,000 to ns. This was 
40 percent mo re than the prev io us 
mo nth.

less the pay is more than they are worth.” 
That brought to mind the little story, oft­ 
en repeated, of the employer who told an 
applicant for a job he would hire him and 
would pay him whatever ht was worth. The 
applicant replied. “ Why. I can't afford to 
work foi that amount.” 


A serious 
side to all this. 
however, is 
that there is a radical movement, not only 
in this country 
but 
almost 
world-wide, 
whether it be related to 
Communism 
or 
some other pink or red group, which is go­ 
ing all out in attempting to enlist our young 
people, along with many older ones, in the 
theory that old idea.? of government, eco­ 
nomics and practically everything else, ta 
outmoded 
and 
ridiculous. They are told 
that people have to work too hard for what 
little they get. Tradition is meaningless It 
is up to youth, they are h»ld, to bring forth 
a brave 
new world, 
a new 
social order 
which will set 
up some kind of system in 
which everything will be done for every­ 
body, and a small group 
government of­ 
ficials with unlimited powers will make all 
the decisions and give everybody what the'* 
want on a basis of absolute equalitv. 


This is only another step in the ‘ .some­ 
thing for nothing 
idea which already has 
become too well established in the minds 
of a lot of people 


Unfortunately it cannot 
be denied that 
the effort to line up a sizeable percentage of 
the youth in our country in causes that aie 
essentially totalitarian in nature has met 
with considerable success Speakers whose 
idea of progress is to destroy everything 
that has gone before, commonly find their 
most enthusiastic audiences on university 
campuses And political organizations like 
Mr. Wallace’s so-called Progressives make 
no secret of the fact that they expect to 


find a fertile field for proselytizing among 
the young. 


This is the result of a grave defect in the 
American educational 
system—a 
defect 
which may eventually be fatal to freedom if 
it goes uncorrected long enough. 
Certain 
standard textbooks used in some colleges 
couldn't serve the cause of Communism or 
Socialism better if they had been written by 
Karl Marx in person By direction and in­ 
direction they make it appear that the eco­ 
nomic system we call capitalism exists pri­ 
marily 
to 
permit the few to exploit the 
many. Business, particularly big business, 
they imply, is a conscienceless racket. And 
the only solution is to lei the government 
run the whole works. 


Tins .s the doctrine tha’ produced Com­ 
munism in Russia, 
Naziism in Germany, 
Fascism in Italy, and has been responsible 
for more misery, more oppression, and more 
human slavery than anytning thought up 
since the days of Attila. 
It is a 
provable 
fact that so-called capitalism -which sim­ 
ply' means the right to own property and 
to use it in any legal way - is the only eco­ 
nomic system which can exist along with 
I epresen tat ive 
government. 
And 
there 
shouldn't be any mystery as to why that is 
so. If we ane to have economic dictatorship, 
we must have political and social dictator­ 
ship to make it work. 


It is about time we taught a few funda­ 
mental truths to young 
and 
old 
alike 
Among them is the fact that our system of 
government has given more people infin­ 
itely more material gains than any other 
system yet devised. It has given us liberty 
and human dignity. Its benefits are shared 
bv the many instead of the few And, so far 
#ns youth is concerned, it offers ait unlimited 
opportunity for service and achievement. 
That, regardless of what any textbooks and 
the raboie rousers may say, is the truth.
